It’s been just about a year since 
the nation was rocking to a real gone 
tune called “Crazy, Man, Crazy.” The 
gong was written and recorded by Bill 
Haley — and in no time flat, kids the 
country over were “Go! Go! Go!” crazy 
over Haley and his Comets. Bill and 
the boys are a red hot, real hip outfit 
who toss up the type of music jive 
fans “dig the end.” 


Until he was seven years old Bill 
Haley lived in Highland Park, Mich- 
igan; then his family moved to a home 
near Wilmington, Delaware. Bill’s first 
musical instrument was a home-made 
guitar, which he made from cardboard. 
Soon afterward his dad gifted him 
with a real one, and at thirteen Bill 
got his first job, playing and enter- 
taining at an auction for one dollar a 
night.

Bud Brees was born in the Bronx, 
N. Y., but spent. most of his early 
life in Brooklyn as a typical public 


. school student. A chance audition one 


bright day in July, 1934, whisked him 
away and set him down smack into 
Bob Emery’s famous “Rainbow House 
Children’s Troupe,” where, as a boy 
soprano, he sang on leading network 
and independent stations. 

Later on, Bud turned to band sing- 
ing and worked with such great out- 
fits as Irv Aaronson’s Commanders, 
Jerry Blaine, Bill McCune and Art 
Mooney. In 1940 he became radio’s 
first singing disc-jockey over station 
WNYC, New York, and continued this 
until Uncle Sam stepped in as his new 
sponsor. While in the Air Corps, Bud 
entertained troops, along with Tony 
Martin, Larry Clinton and Melvin 
Douglas as co-performers. 

After the war, as vocalist with the 
Art Mooney band, he sky-rocketed to 
nation-wide popularity with his MGM 
recording of “Bluebird Of Happiness,” 
which sold over one million copies. 

In September of 1951, Bud Brees 
started in Philadelphia, Pa., over sta- 
tion WPEN and is getting more pop- 
ular as the days and months go by. 
So if you’re ever in the Philly area, 
tune in to “The Bud Brees Show,” 
over WPEN, 950 on your radio dial. - 
You can hear Bud three times daily: 
10:15 a.m., 12:15 p.m. and again at

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A native of Wakefield, R. I., Johnny 
King had his first radio job singing 
- over WJAR in 1929. 


Since that time he has traveled 
throughout the 48 states. In addition 
to a gifted baritone voice, he has also 
played saxophone and clarinet with 
Paul Whiteman, Glen Gray and many 
other leading bands. Thus, it should 
be plainly visible why music fans, as 
well as recording artists, respect 
Johnny’s opinion.
